It is claimed that all *Lausche 
is in terested in is his own suc­ 
cess. By pu ttin g out a somewhat 
un n ecessary 
statemen t 
wn ich 
seemed to en d orse Taft, Lausche 
was on ly makin g a bid for Repub­ 
lican an d busin ess su pport for 
his own campaign for re-election 
to a third term as Ohio’s govern or. 


mon ths ago. On that occasion , 
Lausche foun d himseif in agree­ 
men t with Taft on man y issues. 
The two statemen ts were shown 
to a n umber of promin en t Ohio­ 
an s. They gave varyin g ad vice on 
which statemen t he should issue 
at this time. The govern or appar­ 
en tly mad e up his own min d to is­ 
sue on ly the mild er statemen t 
He d ropped this first shoe at 
the White Su lphu r Sprin gs, W.
